It is almost impossible to exaggerate the potential serious- 
ness of our military involvement with the Chinese Communists. 
The fact that we are involved, even though on a very limited 
scale as yet, is one more example of mistaken guessing by top 
military men and diplomats, It has been reliably reported that 
our troops were halted briefly at the 38th parallel because of 
the danger that the Chinese might move if we went on toward 
the Manchurian-Korean border. Then, it is said, the leaders, 
including General MacArthur, told Washington that in their 
estimation Red China would not act. The troops went tor- 
ward—as, indeed, they had to if North Korean military force 
was to be destroyed. But the experts were wrong, and the 
Red Forces thronged across the border. 

We are not formally at war with China—or witn anyone 
else. But in these days it is certainly difficult to decide what 
is war and what is not war. The day of declarations of war 
before the shooting started seems to have ended. And the fact 
remains that Americans and Chinese are killing and wounding | 
each other, 

The hope exists that the troops of Mao are in Korea only 
because of limited objectives—to secure their frontier, and to 
protect the Yalu River electric power plants, built by the 
Japanese, which serve.important Manchurian centers as well 
as North Korea. Before too. long we will know whether this: 
is true or not. In the meantime, we must, even though reluc- 
tantly, consider what war with China would mean. 

William Henry Chamberlain, one of the best of the com- 
mientators on foreign affairs, has written on this subject in the 
Wall Street Journal. In the event of such a war, he points out, 
we would have three courses of action. First, we could at- 
tempt an all-out offensive against China. But, he writes, “Even 
with a staggering expenditure of manpower and material 
this would probably fall short of its objective. The occupation 
of Korea was a manageable military problem. The occupation 
of all China is not.” China, like Russia, has been the graveyard 
of invaders for centuries, 

Second, we could hold a defense line in Korea, attempt to 
disrupt Chinese production and communications with air and 
naval attack, and induce Chiang’s Nationalist forces, now on 
Formosa, to invade the mainland and organize guerilla ac- 
tions. “This would be something of a shot in the dark,” writes 
Mr. Chamberlain, “and the Chinese Communists could prob- 
ably sustain this kind of endurance contest as well as we 
could.” 

Third, and fast, we could withdraw altogether from the 
Far East. Of this course Mr. Chamberlin says, “This would 
raise the bleak prospect of a Communist-domingted Japan 
someé day being used as the spearhead of the Asiatic part of a 
gigantic Soviet encircling pincers movement against us.” 

It would be hard to think of courses of action more dis- 
pifiting than these. That is the reason why so much effort is 
being given to seeking a diplomatic solution to the presence of 
Red China troops in Korea, why we have scrupulously re- 
frained from branding Red China as an aggressor, and why| 
we have not bombed, as we so easily could, the electric power 
plants in Korea and the Chinese industrial and supply points 
across the border. The biggest question that yet remains to 
be answered is whether or not Mao is controlled lock-stock- | 
and-barrel by the Kremlin—and whether or not he and the) 
Chinese people are willing to do Russia's fighting ‘for her,| 
in a war to which no one could see the end

It is an ironical fact that smoking in bed is a major cause| 
of death by fire—to say nothing of the the great property 
loss that also results from it—and that it is also one of the 
least excusable and unintelligent things we can do. The smoker 
dozes off, the lighted cigarette drops onto flammable sheets 
and blankets—and the next step is the morgue. 

Many of the most destructive fires stem from such simple | 
causes. The main goal of thought will prevent them, and a 
minimum of care will banish the danger. The main goal of 
fire prevention lies in public education—for it is the human 
factor that keeps out fire waste at such terrible levels. | 


The dismay in America is historic today. We can go to 
few dates in our history which compare with it. We have a 
feeling that we have created the present crisis by abyect blun- 


ders, by neglect of normal prudence. Our leaders have not 
been tough enough. They have not looked at our ultimate and 
possibly final enemy, with clear, masculine eyes. 

Someone, some group, will pay. It is the way of the world 
to seek retribution. This, despite the fact that the Russians 
have telegraphed their intentions since 1917, World conquest 
was on their agenda more than thirty years ago, and still is. 
The enemy has builded strongly for a bid toward the world 
domination he seeks. The hour is approaching — twelve o'clock 
is near in our chronicles—when the great test will be made. 
It will probably come sooner than later. The American peo- 
ple know this. They are years ahead of their government. 
They are at the ground level and their bitterness is growing. 

No solitary blame can attach itself to Mr.° Truman, as 
President, but the leftish liberals and clever intelligensia will 
soon suffer. The disaster in Korea will transform itselt into 
more strength — and a profound reassessment ot American 
values. America will return to the ways of strong men and 
women either in a victory over Russia in the field, or in the 
Underground after defeat. We can lose World War III. As a 
matter of fact, we are probably in a far more peruous position 
with the unified despotism of China spreading over Asia and 
the Pacific. Russia can turn the 450 million Chinese into a 
scourge worse than the Huns, and probably cannot stop them 
once they are started. 

America will return to Spartan times, either beiure victory 
or after defeat. The future holds little in store for present 
values, for the loose moral tone and the license permitted in 
the name of liberty, Character and not cleverness must finally 
prevail. 

The solemn duty that we have nowadays to have fun, to 
be constantly entertained, to select good fellows instead of 
good men for high places, will be replaced by the necessity 
for fortitude. Duty, that short and forgotten word, will re- 
turn to common usage. 

We all knew, or have been told, ever since Russia said 
she was going on the warpath, that the traditional foot-soldier, 


or infantryman, would be the final deciding factor in a world 


struggle. Infantry is the queen of Battles. Our graduates of 
West Point know this, and have told us about it since the 
First World War. 

So we have neglected our infantry, We have decorated 
regiments, divisions, with glittering histories. Where are they 
now? On paper, with the flags stacked in closets with their 
battle streamers shrouded. The American public, in some queer 
manner, has the notion that the No. 1 Clever Boy is the one 
who is exempted, and does not have to get into uniform. The 
No. 2 Clever Boy is the lad who makes a quick commission in 
the Navy or Air Force. He makes sure of his comfort, not 
through any individual precociousness, but because he gets 
credit at home for being smarter than the lad who gets drattec 
into the line outfits. 

Foreign troops who have faced our men say that the 
shock of battle, which has long been concealed from our boys, 
is the worst thing that Americans have to contend with. They 
never were told how tough they had to be. But they got 
tough, and brought home the wisdom of battle. Then the 
Army junked the infantry by not standing up strong enough 
for the one final weapon. The atomic bomb, as everyone 
knows, is a weapon against civilians. 

Trace the decline of the infantry, of soldierly Americans. 
and you trace the slackness and neglect which has gotten us 
into the fix that we are in today. The country which holds its 
first line of defense in contempt naturally becomes a prey. 
Let's face it.

Information for 
Veterans; Questions 
And Answers 


Q—I was the common-law wife of 
a World War I veteran who died 
recently. If I meet income require- 
ments, would I be eligible tor a 
VA pension? 

A—You may be eligible, provided 
a valid common-law marriage was 
established. File a claim with the 
VA, and at that time your entitle- 
ment will be determined. 

Q—I expect to enter a VA hos- 
pital shortly for treatment of a 40- 
per-cent service-connected disabil- 
ity, and I understand I'll have to 
remain there for two or three mon- 
ths, Is there any way my family 
can get financial help from VA 
while I am in the hospital? 

A—VA has no funds specifically 
available for such purposes. How- 
ever, after you have been in the 
hospital twenty-one days or more 
for treatment of the service-con- 
rected condition VA will pay you a 
100-per cent disability rating, which 
you will continue to receive there- 
after for as long as you remain 
hospitalized for such treatment. 

Q—I am planning to buy a home 
with a GI loan, and am ready to 
make a down payment. What hap- 
pens to my down payment in case 
a VA loan guaranty cannot be ac- 
complished? ? 

A—Unless you make certain a 
clause is inserted in the purchase 
contract stating that payments are 
to be returned to you if the loan 
cannot be obtained, you may lose 
your down payment.

Cut-Off Date For 
GI Bill Only Seven 
|Months Away 


That the cut-off date for veter- 
ans to start courses of education 
or training under the GI Bill is only 
seven months away is pointed out 
by Veterans Administration officials 
in a suggestion that arrangements 
for enrollment be made as quickly 
as possible by those planning to 
enter or re-enter school, The reason 
that action should be taken soon, 
say VA officials, is that the com- 


last chance for many veterans to 
take advantage of the GI Bill edu- 
cational benefit. 

The July 1951 cut-off date 
for starting courses applies to most 
World War II veterans—those dis- 
charged from service before July 
25, 1947. Those discharged after that 
date have four years from their 
discharge date in which to begin. 

It is emphasized by the VA that 
veterans actually must have com- 
menced their training by the cut- 
off date if they wish to continue 
aiterward. The only exception to 
that rule applies to veterans who 
have temporarily interrupted their 
courses for summer vacation or for 
other reasons beyond their control 

If a veteran completes or dis- 
continues his course of GI Bill 
training after the deadline, he may 
jnot start another course. Also, he 
must meet the following two post- 
deadline requirements 

1, He will he expected to pursue 
his training “continuously until com- 
pletion, except for conditions which 
normally would cause interruption 
by any student ;” 

2. He may change his educational 
objective “only while in training and 
then for reasons satisfactory to the 
administrator.” The VA_ explains.

housing project on Wildwood Street. Neither of the claims were 
completely logical and a review of the true record in the latter 
case might settle the many misunderstandings that have been 
broadcast throughout the town. 

At the last Annual Town Meeting in Wilmington, Simon 
Cutter sponsored an article that would allow Wilmington to 
take advantage of the Massachusetts Veterans’ Housing Act 
whereby the State would finance a low-rent housing project for 
local veterans. At the time Mr. Cutter entered this motion he 
had in his possession thirty-three affidavits from local veterans 
to prove the need of such a project in Wilmington. Almost sin- 
gle-handedly, he gained the overwhelming approval of the voters i 
present at the meeting. 

The time margin to get started on such a project was ex- 
tremely short when one considers that last April sixth was the 
deadline in filing ptopér applications with the State Housing 
Board. The local Housing Authority was: set up approximately 
one week prior to this deadline, and, through a miracle of hard 
work, mutual cooperation and efficiency, its members sub- 
mitted the necessary plans and designs that resulted in having 
two hundred and seventy one thousand dollars of the State; 
funds earmarked for a Wilmington Veterans’ Housing Project. 
Since that time the committee officially met more than twenty 
times to discuss the many problems peculiar'to such a project. 
These meetings were characterized by a unique singleness of 
purpose that saw all motions approved by a unanimous vote. Not} 
once was a dissenting vote cast during their déliberations.’ 

So complete was the harmony of this committee’ that, so 
early as last June, many proposed sites had been inspected 


sites for the approval of the State Housing Board. This group 
included the two sites on Wildwood and Woburn Streets that 
eventually were approved by the State. Among the. conditions 
of approval was the necessity to obtain the signatures of at 
least two members of the Board of Selectmen that would 
empower the local Authority to use the allocated State funds 
in financing the project, 

On last October ninth two members of the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen flatly: refused to sign.these necessary con- 
tracts that would have allowed the Housing Authority to 
start construction of a twenty-unit project. This retusal con- 
stituted a major set-back to the- Housing Authority because all 
available sites had been considered previously. They re-sub- 
mitted the Wildwood Street site to the State, and after a 
necessary delay, again won approval for a ten-unit project 
to which all three Selectmen appended their signatures, on 
December 18th. 

Since that time the Wilmington Housing Authority have 
been considering a proposed site for ten more units in a cen- 
trally located real estate development, but State approval of 
this site, as yet, undecided and uncertain. 

The local Housing Authority should be complimented for 
the long hours its members have spent in attempting a syc- 
cessful completion of the task set before them. Little credit 
has been given them because they worked without benefit of 
publicity or public fan-fare. The Selectmen's failure to ap- 
prove the original recommendations on October ninth might, 
possibly, cost Wilmington the extra ten units. Full credit for 
any success in this project belongs wholly to the much malig- 
ned Housing Authority, and should not be given to those whose 
only contribution to the effort was the mere writing of a

And Taxes 


Do you own a woodlot? Do you 
plan to own it for sometime? If 
so is it earning its keep or is some 
other part of your business paying 
for it? In these days of high taxes 
your woodlot should be made to 
earn at least its own annual cost, 
Some woodlots can be made to earn 
their annual costs plus a profit com- 
mensurate with other business en- 
terpri The average woodlot in 
Massachusetts may or may not be 
earning its taxes, many are not 
but could with some cultivation, 

Where does your woodlot stand? 
Why not look at your woodlot, or 
better yet have the district torsater 
from the sachusetts Division of | 
Forestry look at it with you, and 
find out just what condition it is in 
and how you can improve its, earn- 
ing power? 

If you are a farmer you know that 
it is impossible to raise any crop 
without controlling weeds. The same 
is true of a wi only perhaps 
more noticeable. In order to keep 
a forest growing fast and its maxi- 
mum volume per acre of the most 
valuable species, it is necessary = 


1d | periodically weed it and thin it. 


right, be excessive per 
acre and will in the end pay for 
themselves. When any woodlot has 
growth on it 20 years old or older 
it is time to think about its cultiva- 
tion. If the woodlot has more mature 
growth the owner should think of 
marketing some of it periodically. 
In that case why not have the dis- 
trict forester come and mark and 
estimate the timber to be cut, and 
help with the contract and help get 
the best market. All these woodlot 
services can be had for the asking 
with no cost to the owner.

Diptheria is a communicable di- 
sease, usually spread by’ direct con- 
tact from a person who has the 
disease to.one who is well. The well 
child should be kept away from 
anyone who has diptheria, for his 
own protection.

ja. People cam carry the germs of 
diptheria in their throats, and trans- 
mit them, without being ill them- 
selves. 

Most babies inherit a natural 
immunity to diptheria from their 
mothers which lasts for the first 
few months of their lives. However, 
this immunity is gradually lost, and 
thus, all babies should be innocula- 
ted against diptheria veiore mey 
are a year old, 

Even if diptheria does develop, 
despite precautions, early diagno- 
sis and prompt treatment will give 
the sick person a good chance of 
recovery without serious compuca- 
tions. The’ child who is getting a 
fever, complains of feeling | sick| 
and having a sore throat, and ap- 
pears weak and lazy, should be! 
put to bed and the doctor called) 
at once. These symptoms may 
mean’ diptheria” and, ‘if the disease 
has taken hold, the, uoctor... can 
give, the, child the antitoxin. in 
sufficient amounts to check the di- 
sease and may save the child's 
life. Delay in the diagnosis and 
treatment of diptheria. is dangexous 
frequently fatal. 

It is important for the diptheria 
patient to stay in bed fot as long 
as the doctor thinks advisable, All 
infectious disease may endanger a 
child's heart, but special precau- 
tion must be taken against heart i 
volvement with the diptheria vic- 
tim. 


Farm Workers 


For the first time, farmers and 
farm workers are effected by Fed- 
eral social security. The amended 
act, recently signed into a law, ex- 
tends old-age and survivors insur- 
ance benefits to regular farm work- 
ers and their families, 

Miss Ethel Eliopoulos, manager of 
the social security office, points 
out first that all farm le do 
not have this new protection. Own- 
ers, tenants, or share-croppers\ are 
included. Farm operators and their 
families are brought under social 
security. It is the person who works 
for them regularly for cash wages 
who may benefit, under the a- 
mended Federal social security law. 

The person has to be a regular 
farm worker. That word regular is 
important. It means that temporary 
farm employees are left out—those, 
for instance, who are hired three or 
four months to heln with the har- 
vest or other seasonal work. Itiner- 
ant farm workers fall into this 
© | group. They have not been brought 
under social security. 

Now for the regular farm worker 
who does come under social security 
beginning January 1, 1951, “He 
is a person,” she says, “who may 
do any work connected with the 
operating of the farm — includ- 
ing harvesting.” He may operate 
a tractor, or manage the men who 
operate tractors. Again, he may 
have nothing to do with tractors at 
all, He may be engaged in clear- 
ing land, or salvaging timber on 
the farm after a flood or hurricane. 
His time may be devoted to raising, 
shearing, feeding, training, and 
management of livestock. His work- 
ing hours may be given wholly to 
poultry or bees. If he works on a 
farm - works regulurly on one 
farm and is paid in cash - his work 
will begin to count toward old-age 
and survivors insurance benefits be- 
ginning the first of the year. 

Miss Eliopoulos adds, “If you are 
a regular worker on one farm, here 
is what you should do: 1. Make 
sure you have a social security
